MOTE: 1, Even though sanitized, the release of this material 

In uncontrolled quantities from the TALENT Control 
System, could lead to wild speculation and discussion. 

2. The material could most certainly be traceable to 
the processing unit accomplishing the sanitization. 

S, The possibility exists that the operational source 
may be compromised generally even though the 
source capability may not readily be determined 
accurately. 

In consideration of the listed observations above, it is 
the writer 1 # belief that the releasing of sanitized TALENT materials 
with no continued control does not appear to be consistent with the 
Agency* s and the United States* avowed policy of denying unauthorized 
overflights as a means of intelligence collection. 

Th* disclosure of TALENT information to unauthorized 
persons, either inadvertantly or by design, or by counter-intelligence 
methods of the country involved, could lead to a break in diplomatic 
relations with such country and generally jeopardize all U. £. 
international relations. 


O, Exception is taken to Paragraph 6 in Reference which states 
in part, 

. Participating agencies, in case of emergency, are 
authorized to prepare emergency packages of sanitized 
materials for disposition with Theatre Commanders as 
required, the materials to be labeled * CONFIDENTIAL - 
MODIFIED HANDLING AUTHORIZED;' documents to be

No restrictive provisions were made in TCS-2968-58 re 
transmission and control nor was the matter discussed. However, 
it is a matter of record that often unaccompanied State Department 
sea pouches have been lost, tampered with and content# stolen there- 
from in transit. The only recourse the United States has is to file a 
protest with those foreign goveriunenta in whose ports the incidents 
are alleged to have occurred. 

E* Exception is taken to Paragraph 7 in that some participating mem- 
bers raised questions set forth above which were not satisfactorily 
concluded by all concerned. 


HI. RECOMMENDATIONS : 

After careful consideration it is believed that the best interest of 
security of the TALENT product will be served and the spirit of 
General Cabell’s security instruction to General Balmer carried out 
if the following recommendations are supplemented to referenced 
document TCS-2968-58 and incorporated as an ammendment to the 
original referenced paper. 


A. Paragraph l.a. be corrected to include that only the date of the 
"year" be specified rather than "month and year," 
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B, Paragraph 4 be altered to specify that sanitization procedures 
{corrected) outlined in Paragraph 1 of Reference shall be forwarded to
